of excellent Men, of the Lord KingFor's : 
And then Governor Hamilton raiſed a Fort 
on the common Hill, next the Srene- 
Bridge, which is now of very conſiderable 

ſtrength, and great ſecurity to the Town, 
May 4. The Governor had an Expreſs 
ſent him from Captain Fallzer, Governor 
of Bell;ſhany, acquainting him that a con- 
ſiderable Party of Men were come to 
Beſiege that place, and deſired Reliet: 
Governor Hamilton immediately drew 
out of the ſeveral Garriſons under his 
Command, what . Men. he could ſpare ; 
and the next day ſent Lieutenant Colonel 
.Llezd with 12 Foot Companies, and fomc

In the latter end of Afay, Information 
came to Inniikilling , that Red-kill and 
Bellinacareg, in the County of Cavan, 
were Garrilon'd by the T-:ſþ 5 Lieutenant 
Colonel Lloyd was immediately diſpatch- 
ed againſt them; but he ns ſooner ſet out 
with about 1500 Horſe and Foot; but the 
News of his March was brought to the 
County of Cavan before him ; upon 
which all the I-;fb Fled, and he no ſooner 
came to.

Two Troops, and ordered them to itay at 
Trellick ; they had. not ſtaid there above 


wo days, when taken with them ano-

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ther Troop, and Two foot Companies, 
they went in the Evening towards Omagh, 


and before Eight a Clock the next day, , 


they returned to: Trellick with near 200 
Horſes belonging to-the Enemies Tooops, 
and near as many more ſmaller Horſes 
fi tfor Labour, and about 300 Cows ; by 
this we did diſable at leaſt Three Troops 
of: the Enemy, and Mnunted' many of our 
Men. Soon after hearing that Derry muſt 
Surrender very ſoon, unleſs Relieved, and 
believing that much of our ſafety did de- 
pend upon it, the Governor of Inniskil- 
 lingreſolvedin Perſin, with all-the ftrength 
he could- make, to endeavour its Relief, 
or Periſh in the Attempt; and having 
drawn all his Mer into the Field, being 
about 2c00,--0n the rath of 7xne he 
Marched to Tre/l:ck, and the next Night 
came rear Omayy and by Morning' pol- 
ſeſſed themſelves of the whole Town) 
but they had not been here many hours, 
but ſeveral Exprefſes came from.

them above double the number of his 
own; on which he ſends an Exprefs to 
Colonel Wooſely at Inniskilling, for Relief; 
and Retreats about a Mile from Lisnas- 
kea, by a by-road, where coming to- a 
Bog, with a narrow ſhort Cauſe-way 
throughit, that ſcarce Two Horley | 

EOUId | 
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could ride a Breaft; at the' end of this 
Cauſe-way Berry halted, reſolving to 
make good- that Paſs againſt the Enemy, 
till he ſhould be Relieved : There was a 
Thicket of Underwood. juſt by the Caufe- 
way, where the Foot were placed; the 
Horſe a lictle farther off, and gave the 
word Oxford: They made but a very 
ſhort ſtay there, when Colonel 4. Hamil- 
ton, (Mac Cartys Major General ) came 
in view with a conſiderable Body of Men, 
who alighting from his Horle, ordered 
his Dragoons to do fo to, and very brave- 
ly advanced near the end of the Cauſce- 
way, his Men firing briskly at ours, bur 
with little Succeſs; for they only wound- 
ed ſome four or. five of our Men: But 
ours were better Markſmen, they ſhot a- 


bout a dozen Men dead at the endof the - 


Cauſe-way, and wounded Colonel Has» 
milton their Leader, who being wounded, 
xctreated, and ordered another Officer to 
lead on the Men, who was immediately 


Killed, with ſome more of the Men, which | 


the Enemy perceiving, and having no one 
to lead them on, began to Retreat from 
the end of the Cauſe-way , which our 


Men ſeeing, gave a Huzza, and eryed 


out, The Kognes are running ; and imme- 
TAY = ciately 
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diately our Foot and Dragoons took the 
Bog 'on each hand, and our Horſe advanced 
en the Cauſe-way towards them ; which 
the Enemy perceiving, began at firſt to 
retreat a. little faſter from us ; but their 
Retreat ſoon turned to a moſt diſorderly 
Flight, without offering to face abour, or 
Fire any more at us; our Horſe ſoon 0- 
ver-took them, and fell in among their 
Foot, and ſuch Dragoons as were on foot, 
and made a very great Slaughter of them, 
having the chaſe of them through the 
Town of Liſnaskee, and near a Mile far- 
ther ; and the Execution had been greater, 
but notzce was brought to Berry, That 
Lieut, General Mas Carty, with the Body 
of his Army was advancing towards him : 
Upon this he ſounds a Retreat, and brings 
back his Men to the place whese the 
Fight firſt began, having Killed about 
200, and taken 30 Priſoners, with a great 
quantity of Arms, &s, This happened a- 

bout Nine in the Morning. | 
*  Abour 12 of the Clock the ſame day, 
there came' an Expreſs from Colonel 
Woelſely to Lieut. Colonel Berry, deſiring 
him to March his Party to Lisnaskea, 
where he would mcet him, with the reſt 
of the Army, at the Moat of the Town, 
| where, 
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where, in a little ttme, they both met : 
Colonel Woolſely acquainted the Officers, 
That the Party under his Command had 
marched in ſuch great haſt to Relieve 
their Brethren, that they had ſcarce 
brought a Meals Meat with them ; there- 
fore it muſt be reſolved, either immedt- 
atcly to go Fight Mac Carty, or elſe re- 
turn to /anihi/lins again; the former of 
which was reſolved on, by the unanimous 
conſent of all the Soldiers. Upon this 
Colonel Woolſely, and the other Colonds, 
drew up all the Men in JBattalia, and 
gave them the word Vo Popery ; and then 
drew out tour Men out of every Troop, 
with an Officer to Command them, for 
a Forlorn: Our whole Number, when 
all wefe joyned, conſiſted but of 2000 
Men, or ſomething upwards. 

The Forlorn Colonel W/colſely ordered 
to March on about half a Mile before the 
Army : We had not marched a Mile from 
Donagh, when our Forlory came in view 
of the Forlorn of the Enemy, who imme- 
diately retreated before our Men; we 
advanced after them, till we came with- 
in half a Mile of Vew:rewn- Butler, where 
is a large Bog, and alittle beyond a ſteep 


Hill, where the Enemy wero drawn up 
adyan- 
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advantagiouſly, After our Men had paſt 
the Bog in good order, and came up to 
the Enemy, within Muskct- ſhot, they be. 
gan to Fire at us, but before Three Vol- 
lics had been diſchaiged on cach fide, 
our Men ſaw them begin to draw off, and 
Retreat, which they miſapprechending, be- 
lieved them running away, and our Offi- 
ccrs had much ado to keep them from 
purſuing with what fpced they could : 
But Colonel Woolſely, from a Hi!l, faw 
them go off in ſo good order, that he 
believed it was either to draw our Men 
inta an Ambuſh, or elſe Poſt th:mſelves 
to better Advantage ; therefore ſent Com- 
mand, That no Man ſhould gor our of his 
Rank, but purſuc them in good Order : 
Thus the Enemy retreated in good Order, 
and our Men after them, a Mile beyond 
Newtown-Butler, where they came to a 
Hill, juſt above a Bog, much ſuch a place 
as before, having their Cannon placed at 
the end of the Cauſe-way ; Colonel Berry 
and Major Srone advanced with the Horſe 
to the Cauſe-way, but the Enemy plied 
their Canon ſo hard, that the Horſe could 
not Advance, but our Foot and Dragoons 
advanced on both ſides, through the Bog, 
(the Enemy ſtill keeping their _— 
fl 


| 
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till at laſt they came up and ſeized their 
Cannon, and Killed their Canoneers, and 
then advanced-towards the Pody of their 
Men, that were drawn up a little aboye 
them: As ſoon as our Hotſe perceived 
their Canon were ſecured by our Foot, 
they-advanced over the Cauſe-way, which 
the Enemics Horſe perceiving, they, with 
the mounted Dragoons, wheeled, and 
fled towards Wattle - Bridge, deſerting 
their Foot : Their Foot ſtood their Ground 
till our Men came among them ; but 
then perceiving their own Horſe and Dra- 
goons fled, and ours coming up to them, 
they thought it no time to ſtay any longer, 
but turned their backs, and inſtead of 
going to the left-hand, where they had an 
open Country, fled all to the right, where 
they had a great Bog ( which they ran 
through ) for above a Mile, leading to- 
wards Loghearn; moſt of them throwing 
away their Arms into Turf-pits: Our 
Horſe followed theirs in a String, over 
the narrow ways, from the place where 
the Enemy had planted their Cannon to 
Wattle - Bridge, and left a good Guard 
of Horſe there, to ſecure the Paſs. Our 
Horſe kept all the Road between the Two 
places, that not one of their Foot conld 


Paſs 
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paſs them: Our Foot in the mean time 
followed theirs, through the Bog, into a 
Wood near Loghearn, and gave Quarter 
to none but Officers ; which the Enemy 
perceiving, and having no Courage to 
fight for their Lives, deſperately took the 
Loxgh, to the number of 5oo ;z and but 
one Man of them eſcaped drowning, or 
elſe was Killed coming out. Our Men 
continued all Night beating the Buſhes 
for them; and thus ended that days great 
Service : Whence we may reckon the 
ſafety of the Proteſtants in Ireland ; God 
having given them the greateſt and moſt 
remarkable Viftory over the 1Trifh, that 
was obtained in this, or any former Age : 
They were reckoned 6000, and the Pre- 
reftants not much above 2000 ; we killed 
that day, in the Morning and Afternoon, 
about 3000; took 4o0o Priſoners; and 
there were drowned in ſeveral places of 
hearn, as was computed, about oo, 
The [r:ſþ themfelves confeſs there were 
3000 of their Men wanting, when thoſe 
that fled came to Dzblin. We had in this 
Action but 20 Men Killed, and about Fo 
Wounded, whereof many Mortal. 
Lieutenant General ac Carty; after 
the Fight, when his Men were fled, he 
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with about five or fix Officers, went into 
a Wood near the place where the Canon 
were planted ; and ſome ſmall rime after 
came ont of the-Wood with thoſe that 
were with him, on Horſeback, and Fired 
his Piſtol at the Party that were guard- 
ing the Cannon, Our Men, when they 
came firſt from the Wood, thought them 
ſome of their own Party, (ſuppoſing all 
the Enemy fled ) and never queſtioned 
them till dac-Carty fired his Piſtol ; and 


the 7 or B.of the Soldiers fired their 


Muzkets at him, ſhot his Horſe dead, and 
ill in ſeveral places, 
and then ro put him out of pain, one of 
the Soldiers clubbed his Musket to have 
knocked ' ont his Brains, which one of 
thoſe that came with him from. the Wood 
perceiving, called to the Soldier to hold 
his Hand, for it was their General Mac- 
Carty; at the hearing of which, Captain 
Cooper came up, and gave Lieutenant 


General Mc-Carty, and thoſe that were 


with him, Quarter, and that Night car- 
ried hitn to Newrown- Butler :. and he be- 
ing ask*d how he came fo raſhly to haz- 
zard his Life, when he might have gone 
off with his Horſe, when they made their 
eſcape, profeſt, That he found now the 
| E King-

Kingdom like to be loſt, his Army being 
the beſt (for their number) that K. Zawes | 
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had, unleſs thoſe before Derry, who were 
then much broken; and that he came 


with..a defign to loſe his Life, and was 
ſorry that he miſſed of his End, being un- 


willing to out-live that day. | 


On Szn1ay Morning, Auguſt 4. Advice 


came to nnwkilling , that the Siege of 


Nerry was raiſed, on Thxarſday the firſt 


of Augaſt in the Morning, a little before 


day, and that the Army which lay before 
It, was marched paſt Omagh, Upon this 
Licutenant 'W. Charleton was ſent, with 
about a Troap of detatched Horſe, to fol- 
low the Jriſs Army on their March to- 
wards Charlemont ; who returned on 
Moxday, and told us, That he had ſeen the 
Rear of them paſs by Caſtle Crowfield, 
within Three ſhort Miles of Danganon, 
and ſoit was in vain to follow them, 

And thus having defeated Lieutenant 
General Mac-Carty's Party, taken him 
Priſoner, Sarsfield fled, and the Siege of 
Derry being raiſed, theix Fears were now 
at an end, and for ſome time Innzkilling 
was at quiet, from all their Enemies ; and 
the name of [»niski/ling Men became a 
Terror to the Irjſþb; They had noting 
| cft 
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left to Imploy them, after this, but to 


y take care to Regiment their Men, accor- 


ding to their Commitlions Major General 
Kirk gave them. 

\ Auguſt 7, Mr. A. Hamslton was ſent 
by the Officers at Innkilling, to Major 
General X;rk, to Congratulate with him 
for his happy Succeſſes, in the Relief of 
Derry ; the General receiv'd him very 
favourably, and ſent him back with Or- 
ders to Colonel Woolſely, to ſend him 700 
Horſe and Dragoons, that he might 
March the Foot he had towards Colrain ; 
and ſo towards Duke Schomberg ( whom 
he had Advice was at Sea.) The Innis- 
killing: Horſes marched before the Major 
General all the way, until his Party joyn- 
ed Duke Schomberg, at Carick-fergrs.

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N Thurſday the 8th of Aurnuſt, 1689. 
Duke Schomberg Embark'd at High- 

lake, on Board the Cleveland-Yatch, about 
{1x in the Morning; the whole day was 
—_— in getting the Forces on Board, 
and the next day they continued ſtill in 
the Road, the Wind Soxth S. Eaſt, but 
- often veering, the remainder of the Foot 
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Embarqued : ' Sat#rdsy, abou: Three in 
the Afternoon, the Fleet weigh'd, but. 
came to an Anchor in the ſame Road, 
lower dowa. Swnday the Fleet continued 
at Anchor, it being Calm; but on Monday 
about Four in the Afternoon, the Wind 
being at S.S.E. and S. E. the Bonaaven- 
ture, Captam Hobſon Commander, Fir'd a 
Gun, and put our his light in the man 
Top-maſt Shrouds, That being the Signal 
for Sailing. The Fleet conſiſting of be- 
tween 80 and go Sail: The Men of War - 
were, the: Bonadventure, Antelope, fames 
Gally, Princeſs Ann, 8c. (the whole Fleet 
being under Sail): About fix a Clock, the 
Bonadventare put out a ſign on the Mizen- 
Shroud for all the Maſters to come on 
Board, where they receiv'd Orders to Sail 
direftly for Carick fergws ; but in caſe of 
bad Weather, that they could nor reach. 
thither, then to Sail for Longrea in Scor+ 
land, and if they fell ſhort of that, to 
Ramſy- Bay in Scotland, 

Txeſday the 13th at break of day, the 
Fleet were fairly up with the Mountain : 
of Dxendium, in the North of Ireland: 
Abour Three in the Afternoon ( the Wind * 
ſtill being ar Sourh-Eaſs) they came vp 
the Lewgh, about.a League and half from 1 

E 3. Carick>. 
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Corick-fergus: At four the Fleet came to 
an Anchor in Banygor- Bay ; immediately 


the General put ont a Jack-flag at the 


Mizzen-Pick, that being the Signal for 
Landing the Men: They Encamped m 
the fields, clofe to Shore-fides, and lay on 
their Arms all that Night: The next Morn- 
ing the Rebels in Carick-fergws (ct fire to 
the Scotch and Ir;b Quarters, parts of the 
Town fo called, which continued burn- 
ing all that Night and the next day. On 
Thwurſaay Lieutenant Colonel Fielding,with 
a Party of about 2go Men, went out to 
ſee what poſture the Enemy about Belfaſt 
were in, and returned that Evening. 
Thurſday the 16th a Party of Three hun- 
dred Fire-locks, Commanded by Lieut, 
Colonel Canlfieid, marched on through 
Be'faſt ( where Colonel Wharton's Regi- 
ment had poſted themſelves) and poſleſt 
himſelf of the Town and Caſtle of Antyir, 
the Rebcls marching out the Night before 
in great confuſion, towards Toom, Where 
a {mail Fort had been thrown up formerly 
to ſecure a paſs that is there. Teſd 

the 20h Lieutenant Colonel! Caxlficld, wit 

250 of his Party, returned ro the Army, 
Fo remaining to ſecure the Town and 
Caſile, Commanded by Captain cayy, 
JIG, 
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and Lieutenant Wafis, On 7Thwrſday, Se- 
ven Regimenrs of Foot Encamped almoſt 
round the Town of Carick fergws ; that 
day was ſpent in Planting the Canon and 
Mortars, and in making ſome ſmall Tren- 
ches: The Town defired a Parly, which, 
though granted, came to nothing, They 
requiring time to ſend to the late King, 
for leave to Surrender ; this. held for a 
ſhort while, after which the Cannons and 
Bombs were play*d very ſmartly againſt 
the Lord Dszega''s Houſe ( out of which 
they had Planted Two Guns, that did us 
ſome little damage) and againſt the Half- 
Moon, on the right of the Caſtle, our 
Soldiers mounted the Trenches with great 
Bravery, and having made their ap- 
proaches near the Town, fired their ſmall 
Shot- very thick, nor were the Enemy 
Idle, though we loft very few Men, only 
a Captain Killed, and Lientenans Adams 
Wounded in the Thigh ( which proved 
Mortal,) our Armyd«till nearer approach- 
ing and Playing their Cannon, and throw- 
ing their Bombs and Carcaſfes in great 
numbers into the Town and Caſtle, Tharſ- 
day the 22, about Fo Sail of Ships came 
up the Loxgho, who had brought over four 
Regiments of Foot, and' one of _ 
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The day and night was ſpent in ſmart 


firing on both ſides, with the loſs of ſome 
few Officers and private Soldiers. Friday 
the 23. about Three a clock,. the Town 
again deſired a Parley, and would Sur- 
render, The Duke allowing them to 
march out withour- ſtriping, and their 
hands in their Pockets, without being 
Plundred, which the Duke refuſed; and 
would agree to no leſs than the making 
them all Priſoners of War, during their 
Majeſties Pleaſure : The time of the 
Parley, Duke Schomberg went through 
the. Trenches and viewed them, as alſo 
the Walls of the Caſtle. The Parley being 
over, the Duke gave Orders to « & En- 
gineers and Gunners to go on as Vigo- 
rouſly as poſſible they conld ; tho? before, 
the. Duke had ordered them to ſpare the 
Caſtle : Our Batteries being only one on 
the Windmil-Hil; with Mortars, . and a- 
nother againſt the MNorth-Gete of four 
Guns; the Duke orgered a very large 
Mortar to be planted on a new Battery; 
cloſe under the Walls, near: the Lord 
DunegaPs Houſe, with a ſmall Field-piece, 
which, did great Execution; our Canon, 
Mortars, and ſmall Shot, playing :very 
furiouſly. all the Night, . 
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Saturday the 24. At break of day the 


't Town was all over covered with Duft 


and- Smoak, &c. and about Eight, ſome 
Houſes were flaming, Engineer Richards 
who came from Derry, was carried to 
Belfaft, being Wounded in three ſeveral 
places, as he was in the Trenches, At 
Two a Clock this day came one Mr, 
Spring to the Duke, who made his eſcape 
over the Walls, and gave an account, 
That all the Soldiers lay continually on 
the Walls; ſo that the Bombs only af- 
flicted the Prate#ants.in the Town : And 
that O: Mac-Carty Moor, and Owen Mae-+ 
Carty were the only Two that obſtrutted 
the Surrendring of the Town. Sxnday and 
Mmnday there was ſmart Firing on both 
ſides, and Come Breaches made in the 
Walls. On Txeſday, being the 27. a 
White Flag was hung out. Afﬀer the 
Ships, no leſs than, our Army, had done 
them very great damage, they being 
moved in a Line againſt the Caftle, and 
they Surrendred on condition to have 
their liberty to march to the next Gar- 
riſon, The next day the Army marched

HE Enemy having Burnt the greater 
part of the Town of Newry, before 
they 
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they quitted it, the General ſent a Trum- 
peter ( Sept. 6, ) to the Duke of Berwick, 
who Commanded there, to let him know, 
That if they went on to Burn in this Barba- 
rom manner, he would net give any Duar- 
ter ; which Meſſage hatl thts Effe&t, That 
the -;/þ abandoned Dwndalk without do- 
- ing any harm to the Town, leaving be- 
hind a great deal of Proviſions, which 
their fear and haſt would not ſuffer them 
to carry away. The Army continued a- 
bout D#nraalk, and the. Newry for ſeveral 
days, waiting the coming of their Artil. 
 lery, which coming up on the 16 Inſtant, 
and,on the 17 and 18 we Encamped very 
- advantagiouſlly on the Plains about Dan- 
dalk; at the fame time, the Enemy, lay 
Intrench'd at 4raee, about 46000 Strong, 
After we were Encamped, our Army al- 
moſt 'every day encreaſed with new For- 
ces, either from England or Scotland, for 
ſeveral Weeks, | 
On the 25. The F:ſp Forces, Quartered 
in and about Conxarght, came with a de- 
ſign to furpriſe the Town of Slego, to the 
number of 5o0o Horſe and Foot, Com- 
manded by Colonel O. Kelly : Of which 


Colonel Lleyd having timely Intelligence, | 
muſtered up his mn:&:Uing Forces, making} 
in| 
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in all about 1000 Horſe, Foot and Dra- 
goons, with whom he was reſolved to 
'F Fight the Enemy ; and having Poſted his 
'} Horſe very advantagiouſly, on a riſing 
Ground, and lined the Hedges with his 


Foot, in a Lage gear the Town of Boyle, 
through which'they were to Paſs: The 
Enemy were no ſooner come up, bunt onr 

charged them with all the Vigour 
and Courage umaginable, and after a ſhort 
time put them to Flight, which Colonel 
Lloyd perceiving, took a circumference 
with his Horſe and Dragoons, and got in- 
to Boyle (through which the Enemy were 
to paſs) before them, where meeting with 
tie Enemy, charged them in the Front 
with his Horſe, whilſt the Foot fell upon 
the Rear, that they kilted 700 on the ſpor, 
and took 300 Priſoners, among which 
were Colonel O Kelly, their Commander, 
and 40 other Officers, a great number of 
Arms, 8000 Head ot Cattle, &'c. The 
News of this great Victory coming to 
His Grace the Duke of Schonberg, He or- 
dered the Cannon to be Fired mn all-the 
Enzlifh Quarters. 

On the 28th A Lreacherous Conſpiracy 
was diſcovered in our Camp, which was 
carricd on by ſome French Papyſts: The 

[- partt- 
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particulars of which was as followeth:: 

A Captain, in one of the French Regi- 
ments, being inform'd by one of his Sol- 
diers, That four other Soldiers, and a 

rummer, who were Papiſts, deſigned to 
g0 over to the [riſþ Army, he cauſed them 
co be ſeized, and found Letters about one 
of them to Monſieur D' Avasx, who be- 
ing examincd, declared he had the Let- 
ters from one Ds Plefy, likewiſe a Papsſt, 
who pow ſerved as a private 'Soldier, in 
one of the French Regiments, tho” he had 
been fe rmerly a Captainof Horſe in France, 
from whence he was forced to retire, on 
the Account of a Murther he had com- 
mitted there, Ds Pleſſy being ſeized, 
upon his Examination confeſſed, That he 
had written to the late King, and to Mon- 
ſteur D* Avaux, giving them an account, 
that there were divers Papiſts in the 
French Regiments, and promiſing to bring 
them over to the /-;ſo Camp, upon cond - 
tion he might have the Command of them, 
and his Pardon in France, He, and his 


fire Accomplices were brought toa Tryal, | 


where Sentence of Death paſſcd upon 
tem, and they were Executed accor- 
ingly.

But about Twelve 
at Night, ſome Proteſtants came and gave 
him notice, That the Rebels had aban- 
doned the place ; whereupon he poſlcſled 
himſelf of it, and afterwards returned 
with a conſiderable Booty, 

Ottober 10, Several Iriſþ Deſcrters 
came into our Camp, who gave us an ac- 
count, That the late Ring fames had loſt 
above Fiſteen Thouſand of his Army ſince 
they had becn Encamped about race, 
that a very malignant Fever did rage in 
kncir Camp, with ſeveral other Diftem- 
pers: About this time, a great deal of 
Rain fell for ſeveral days together, which 
occaſioned ſuch great qt antities of ſtand- 
ing Water, that great numbers, both of 
Officers and Soldiers, dyed in th? Engliſh 
Camp, but not near ſo many as dycd in 
the /ri/p, His Grace the Duke of Schon- 
berg being Informed, That notwithſtand- 
ng there was ſo great a Pienty in our 
Camp, of almoſt all forts of Proviſions, 
vet theSutlers, and other Country People 
that attended the Camp, extorted extra- 
vagant Rates from the Soldiers in the 
Army ; He cauſed a Proclamation to be

On the 1/t of November the [riſh Army 
decamped, and March d' into Wintcr-

November 4. Advice came to 7ames-

. their approaching the Town, the French 
Captain, with his Men, went and took a 
Paſs not far from the Town, which he | 
maintained againſt all Sarsfeld's force, 
rill all their Ammunition was ſpent ;, the 
Monſieur himſelf, an excellent Markſman, 
often firing in the Head of them ; after 
which, he and his Men Retreated to the 
Town, with no great loſs, and defended 
themſelves with their Bionets in their 
Muſquets, till they took Poſleffion of the 
Two Forts beyond the Town. The French 
Captain and his Party poſſeſſing the low-' 
er Fort; and Lloyd, with the Inniskilling 
Men, went to the upper Fort; from 
whence Llsyd that Night went towards 
Tuniskilling, falling on the Iriſh i a Pals 
which he was to go over, and Killing Two 
hundred, loſing but Twenty five himſelf: 
The French, in their Retreat, carried Fire 
and Proviſions into the Fort, wherein 
they found three Barrels of Powder, with 
which they defended themſelves bravely 
for three days; and on the Third, at, 
Night, the 1r;ſh lying ſecure in the Town, 
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killed about One hundred and Twenty, 
and drove the reſt out of the Town; 
which account being brought to Duke 
Schonberg, he diſpatched away all the 
Tuniskilling Horſe and Dragoons, with 
Two Regiments of Foot ; bur before they 
could arrive, the Town was prefſed on by 
Sarsficld's whole Army, with ſo great Vi- 
cour, that they were forced to quit it in 
the Night, and made an handſome Retreat 
to Inniskilling. | 
Novemb. 8. Our Army began to De- 
camp, Ten Regiments marched away laſt 
Night, and the reſt followed this day ; 
and His Grace the Duke of Schonbers 
marched away to Liſnegarvy, and from 
thence to Li:burne, Our Army lay En- 
camped from the 16th of September, to 
the 18th of November, on the Plains of 
Dundalk ; during which time, little of 
Action happened between the Two Armies, 
but Skirmifhes with the Out-Scouts, oc- 
Ealioned chicfly by our want of Horſe, 
and the Cowardile of the late King 7ames 
and his Army, that they durſt not make - 
any attempt on our Camp, notwithſtand- 
ing their Army conſiſted of near double 
our number. 
On the 24th of Novembyy a Detached

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Party of ſeleft [riſb came about break of 
day to Newry- Bridge, before they were 
perceived : The Two Centinels that were 
placed there, baving twice diſcharged 
cheir Muskets, were killed on the Spot, 
and the Enemy got into the Town ; bur, 
after an hours diſpute, were beaten out 
again, by a ſmall Party of Colonel Ingols- 
by's Regiment; in this occaſion we loſt 2 
Capt'6 or 7 private Soldiers, ard a Licu- 
' tenant and an Enſign were Wounded. 
About Ten a Clock of the ſame day the 
Iriſh return'd, and got over the Bridge a 
a ſecond time; but our Men receiv'd 
them ſo warmly, that they foon return'd 
in great confuſion, leavmg Twelve of 
their Company Slain on the Bridge, with 
Twoor Three Officers, whom they drag*d 
away with them and in this laſt Actionwe 
had only Two Men Wounded : The Cou- 
rage and Bravery of the Expliſh is ren- 
dred extreamly remarkable, by the vaſt 
mequality of theſe Two Parties ; the Enc- 
my being Seventeen Hundred Strong, 
Horſe, Foot, and Dragoons. 

On the 26:4 of November, Colonel 
Cambon going to take a view of the Caſtle 
and Garriſon of Charlement, took with 
him a ſmall Party, conſiſting of Sixty of 
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Colonel Leviſton's Regiment of Dragoons, 
who coming within Two Miles of the 
Place were diſcovered by the Enemics 
advanced Sentinels; the Garriſon took 
the Alarm, and when our Men came to 
the Hill, from whence they might view

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On the 25th of January, His Grace the 
Duke of Schonberg ſet out from Libarr, 
to viſit our Forces in the Frontier Garr1- 
ſons, and gave the neceſſary Orders, and 
rcturned again on the 3oth, 


On Feb. 6. A great number of Victn- 
allers arrived at Belfaſ#, and brought us 
an account, that the Daniſh Forces were 
ON their March, in order to their being 
Embarked for this Kingdom. 


Feb. 12, His Grace the Duke of Schon- 
berg, our General, having advice brought 
him to Zvbxry, That the Enemy were 1n 
motion about Dxndal#f, he drew ſome

The Deſerters 
thac came intv our Camp laſt Night, affured us, 
That the Iriſh were falling into miſerable Necefſi- 
tics, and that they aredivided amonglt themſelves, 

Sept 14. Early this Morning we Decamped under 
the Command of our General, tte Count De Solmes, 
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and Marched to a place call'd Caſhil, the See of an 
Acch-Biſhop, near which place we Encamped, 

The next day, being the 15th, an Accoune was 
broughr from a Captain in Colonel Lewſon's Dra- 
goons, that he bad, with his Troop, fallen upon 1499 
Rapparees, that were coming from Cork to Lyſmore, 
and that he liad killed 40, and raken 3 Priſon: ts, 

Sept. 16, Early this Morning 100 Decachcd Horſe 
were {ent our ro look after a Party of Rapparzes, 
who had killed three of our Forragers in this 
Neighbourhood, 

Sept. 17. This day ir was confirmed by ſeveral 
Perſons that came to our Camp from Lymerick, Thar 
the French arc all gone from Galway, and that the 
Iriſf are in a yery ill condition, not knvwing how 
ro Subbſt chis Winter, 

"Sept. 18, This day advice came ro our Camp, 
Thar Major General Scravemore and Teteau, who 
Marched from hence on the 13iþ Inſtant, with 2000 
Horſe and Foor from Typergyy, ſent Colonel Dunep 
with a Decachmenrt to Burn the Bridge of Malla, 
and co yiew the Caſtle, which having performed, he 
returned to the Generals the 17th. 

Sept. 20, Sarifield having paſſed the Shannon 
with Fonrtecn Regiments of Hurſe, Foor, and D:a- 
goons, and Thice Field Picces, Marched to Bir, an 
open Village, and Arracked Sir D.. Parſons Houlc, 
in which were Eighty M:n, who Fired fo Lriskly, 
that they killed ab@ur 1co of the Encmy ; upon 
which, and thc news of the approach of our Forces, 
under the Command of Lieutenant General Douglas, 
ard Sir F, Lanier, they retired in dilorder.

this firſt Detachment, were-the Duke of Grafton (who 
was Martally Wounded) the Lord 0 Bryon, Colonel 
Greenvile, the Captains Cornwal, Leightony Neville, 
Fairbone, and ſeveral other Sea Officers, Immedi- 
ately aftcr this, the Enemy bear a Parley, but my
